Detective Killian saw the shooting, and 
pursuing the would-be murderer, captured 
him. He had great difficulty In keeping 
the crowd from lynching him, being obliged 
to draw his revolver. 

Oehlke was in an ugly mood and snapped 
his pistol at the crowd, but it did not go off. 

Oehike is an iron molder. He has been 
married nine years to the woman he tried 
to kill. They have no ehildren. 

The husband has been jealous of his wife 
for a long time and has often threatened 
to kill her. She has had him arrested for 
making these threats, but has gone back to 
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be roused to take medicine and nourish- 
ment. .

testimony in the case is desired by Dr, Pot- 
ter. 

Dr. Potter visited St. Louis last week, in 
company with Col. A. A. Harris of Duluth, 
Minn., one of his attorneys, and endeav- 
ored to persuade Dr. Boyd to attend the 
trial in New York as a witness, but without 
avail. 

The sequel to this visit to St. Louis if 
given in a dispatch from New York, which 
states that Dr. Potter appeared before 
Judge Truax of the Supreme Court of New 
York and asked that Judge yohn EB. Mce- 
Keighan of St. Louis be appointed commis- 
sioner to take depositions in this city. 
Scandalous charges have been made in 
this case, but for the present they are sup- 
pressed by the court and the attorneys. 

Some time ago the Tabernacle Baptist 
Church, of which Dr. Potter ig pastor, sold 
its property to the Baptist City Missionary 
Society, taking certain securities, Mr.

He has insisted strenuously 
that a fugitive from.justice should not be 
enabled to secure immunity from arrest 
and punishment by sheltering himself in 
the country of which he was a citizen, 
which might be the case under the opera- 
tion of the Senate amendments, even though 
the surrender of the fugitive is left discre- 
tidnary with the Government calied upon. 
ft is not probable, however, that the Presi- 
dent will go to the length of abandoning 
the treaties entirely, but he will allow them 
to remain in their present status, leaving 
it to the incoming administration to pass 
judgment upon them and either proclaim or 
reject them at its pleasure. 


ELECTORAL COUNT. 


Prospect of a Big Crowd on’ Wednes- 
day. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The demand for 
tickets of admijesion to the House galleries 
to witness the count of the electoral vote 
at 1 o'clock Wednesday has been so great 
that the supply is already exhausted.

Power of the Freight Transportation 
Committee Increased and It 
Will Do the Work. 


The freight transportataion interests of 
the Merchants’ Ex¢hange and the Business 
"Men's. League will not be merged. — 
« The proposition of the Business Men's 
League that the two organisations combine 
to. operate a Joint Transportation Bureau 
Was discussed at length by the directors of 
the Merchants’ Exchange Monday after- 
noon. 

Strong ‘arguments on both sides of the 
question were presented. When the vote 
was taken it was found to be the sense of 
the Board that the Merchants’ Exchange 
should hold aloof from any combination 
with the Business Men's League on freight 
traffic matters afd form an independent 
Transportation Bureau of its own. 
President Langenberg was authorized to 
appoint a committee of three, whose duty 
it will be to formulate a plan for the estab- 
lishment of the bureau and recommend a 
person for commissioner. 

This is regarded by members as one of the 
most important steps taken the Board 
for some time. Hitherte the traffic inter- 
ests of the Exchange have been looked :ft- 
er by the Transportation Committee con- 
sist! of fifteen members, including the 
secretary. The body has had no greater 
power than any of the other committees. 
The proposed new transportation bureau 
will be a much more formidable organisa- 
tion. It will have regularly established 
uarters in the Merchants’ Exchange 
wilding. The Commissioner will have 
power to make traffic arrangements for the 
uxchange and will be provided with an 
equate office force to assist him. 

The salary which will be received by 
be largely deter- 
mined by the Committee of Three to be 
appointed by . Président Langenhberg, 
though their plan. will be subject to re- 
vision by the Board of Directors. 

The action of the Board in deciding to 
establish a transportation bureau marks 
the passing of Joseph §. Leeds as an at- 
tache of the ‘Merchants’ Exchange. 
Leeds was appointed Secretary of the 
Transportation Committee in May, 1895, with 
a salary of $1,800 a year. 

The Transportation Committee never 
achieved the results expected, While con- 
nected with the Exchange Mr. Leeds Was 
drawing a salary of $8,200 a year from the 
Business Men's League as Traffic Manager. 
Toward the énd of lagt year the Busine:s 
Men’s League offered the*Meérechants Ex- 
change a gold brick in the shape of an op- 
poryaniy, to pay half of their overwo%«ed 
Traffic Manager’s salary. It was proposed 
that the Merchants’ Exchange operate their 
transportation departmente together. Each 
organization was to pay $7,500 a year to Mr. 
Leeds. Out of his annual allowance of $15,000 
Mr. Leeds was to pay the expenses of the 
bureau. @his proposal was met with a 
storm of disapproval on ‘'Change.--Promi- 
nent members protested that Leeds had 
been more ornamental than wugeful and 
argued that the Exchange shou'd hot spend 
$7.500 of its good money annually on a man 
who had not earned $1,800 as secretary of an 
important committee. 

Then the Business en’s League came 
forward with another proposition. It pro- 
posed that Mr. Leeds’ salary should be 
continued to be $10,000 a year, but that the 
Merchants’ Exchange pay $4,000 instead of 
$1.800. This was equally unsatisfactory to 
the members of the Exchange. 

Sentiment on the matter grew so strong 
that the newly appointed Transportation 
Committee refused to reappoint Mr. Leeds 
as secretary, leaving the matter of his ap- 
pointment to the Board of Directors, The 
Board failed to.reappoint him Monday. 
The Transportation Committee of the 
Merchants’ Exchange will continue as a 
standing committee. Its secretary will be 
chosen from among its membérs and will 
receive no salary, 

Secretary Cox of the Business Men’s 
League says the League will meke an effort 
to continue its. transportation department, 
notwithstanding the action of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange. He says the first propo- 
sition to form a joint Bureau came from 
ex-President Spencer of the Merchants’ 
Exchange. The Executive Committee of the 
League will be called together to consider 
how the transportation department can be 
maintained. ;,

Long Has Not Yet Accepted the Navy 
Portfolio. 


CANTON, O., Feb. 9.—There is highest

It has 
been expected for several weeks that Long 
would be in the Cabinet and pooren’y hold 
the navy portfolio, but the best informa- 
tion is that no formal announcement has 
been received, much less made known here.

IT 1S A BAD SMASH-UP.

Freight Train Piled Up fn the Ditch, 
Greatly Delaying 
Travel. 

Freight train No, 15 on the Mobile & Ohio 
Rallroad was wrecked early Tuesday 
morning at Poe, Ill., thirty-one miles from 
Fast St. Louis. Brakeman James Purcell 
was crushed to death. Engineer Lewis was 
‘badly shaken up, but his injuries are not 
considered serious, 

The accident is supposed to have hap- 
pened by the breaking of the trucks on the 
engine. 

The. freight left Kast St. Louis Monday 
night at 11 o'clock. Just this side of Poe, 
while running along at the rate of about 
fifteen miles an hour, the engine crew 
heard something break and the engine be- 
gan bumping along the ties. 

The fireman, whose name is not known, 
sprang out of the cab and up onto the ‘foot- 
rail by the boilers. From there he jumped 
into the dark and landed safely. 

Brakeman Purcell, who happened to be In 
the cab, made a break for the cab window. 
He was half through when the engine 
jumped from the ties, off the road and 
plunged down.into a ditch. 

Purcell was killed almost instantly. 

The engineer, who had not succeeded in 
getting out, went down in the wreck, but 
marvelously escaped further injury than 
a few bad bruises. 

Six freight cars followed the engine into 
the ditch, piling on top of each other like 
trunks in a baggage-room. They were pretty 
well smashed up and the engine was almost 
ruined. 

As soon as word could be sent to Poe, a 
message telling of the accident was wired to 
Murphysboro for help. A wrecking train 
was immediately dispatched to the scene, 
The track was Cleared during the morning.

CONDUIT PRIVILEGES. 


LEGAL ‘TEST MAY FOLLOW. 


Both the Western Union and Postal 
Telegraph Companies Ruled Out 
for Non-Compliance. 


At the meeting of the Board of Public 
Improvements Tuesday the opinion of City 
Counselor Marshall on the qualifications of 
applicants for conduit privileges was pre- 
sented. 

It declared four companies not to be en- 
titled to such privileges. They are the La- 
clede Power Co., the Transmississippi Blec- 
trical Co., the Western Union Telegraph 
Co. and the Postal Telegraph Cable Co. 

The ninety days allowed under the ordin- 
ance for making application expired on Dec. 
9 At the next meeting of the Board, Dec. 
12, the applications of the eighteen compan- 
ies were referred to Mr. Marshall. 

Dec. 26 he extended a hearing to the coun- 
sel of the applicants. He told them that 
only those companies were entitled to per- 
mits to construct conduits which were au- 
thorized by charter to furnish electricity 
for public use and had made application 
within ninety days for such permits, ac- 
companied by plans showing route, capacity 
and dimensions.

The other requirements laid down b h’'m 
were the acceptance of Oridinance 18, and 
the filing of a bond of $50,000; the acceptance 
of articles 2 and 9 of chapter 16, Revised 
Ordinances, and the filing of two $20,000 
bonds. 

With the exception of the city of ‘St. Louls 
none had complied with all these require- 
ments at the date of the ae i 

Article 2 refers to companies doing a tel- 
egraph and telephone business. Article 9 
refers to those doing a light, heat and power 
business.

In 
language carrying the conviction of sincer- 
ity ingevery utterance, he declared that he 
was Opposed to the bill. He said the insti- 
tutions at which the bill was directed had 
no reason tO féar an.investigation, yet He, 
saw no reason for the Introduction Of such’ 
a bill, Continuing, Mr. Regan charged 
that Representative McPherson was not 
really the author of the bill and that it was 
given him by a “certaih organization’’ with 
the request that it be introduced. 

Mr. McPherson took exceptions to this 
statement and was on his feet immediately 
to declare that Mr. Regan was wrong.

Like all other large cities, St. Louis has 
@ great number of men who are out of 
work, who have been out of work so long 
that they and their families, where they 
have any, are destitute, At the same time, 
the cify government is without sufficient 
funds to keep the streets clean. Here are 
. men eager for work, and here is work that 
ought to be done, and the doing of which 
would benefit the whole community. 

The Post-Dispatch suggests that a 
Street Cleaning Fund be started by the

THE M’PHERSON FARCE. A 

The joint and concurrent resolution in- 
troduced in the Missouri House Monday 
by Representative McPherson of St. 
Louis is a worm-eaten chestnut. It has 
been fished out of the bag several times 
before, and after inspection has each 
time been consigned to the legislative 
waste basket, ‘ 

The resolution directs the Attorney- 
General of the State to bring quo-war- 
ranto proceedings against the St. Louis 
Police Commissioners, requiring’. them to 
show by what authority they are exercis- 
ing the functions of Police Commissioners 
in the City of St. Louis. The claim upon 
which the resolution is based is that the 
law providing for the Police Board was 
repealed by the adoption of the present 
constitution ef Missouri, in 1875; and the 
implication is that during the twenty-two 
- years in which the St. Louis Police Board 
has been exercising police powers its acts 
have been an illegal usurpation. 

Of course, Mr..McPherson, who {ntro- 
duced the resolution, is a Republican. 
And his resolution is a Republican device 
for securing control of the Police Depart- 
ment of St. Louls. Not satisfied with hav- 
ing the Mayor, the heads of departments, 
the Municipal Assembly, the School Board 
and pretty ‘much évetything tlse tn St.

FOR THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 
The proposition to increase the endow- 
ment of the Missouri State University 
$2,000,000 is not one to increase the bonded 
indebtedness of the State. The State will 
never be called upon to pay the principal 
of a debt. The certificates will be held by 
the State itself not as an evidence of in. 
debtedness, but as. constituting the basis 
of an interest charge for the support of a 
great public institution. 
Under the terms of the bill introduced 
In the House by Mr. Bittinger and in the 
Senate by Mr. Anderson, the annual in- 
terest on the endowment fund will be at 
the rate of 5 per cent per annum. There 
is now in that fund $1,225,000 in certifi- 
cates of indebtedness, similar to the one it 
is now proposed to issue. Increasing this 
fund to represent $3,225,000 would make 
the interest payment $161,000 a year. 
If it were proposed to create'a new 
“dndebtedness it might with reason be 
strongly opposed. Or if a new charge on 
the State in appropriations to be raised 
by taxation were proposed it might, in 
such times as these, be met with a public 
protest. But as we have already pointed 
out it creates no debt, and if it becomes 
a law the interest fund which it will 
create will wipe t, effectually and per- 
manently, the large appropriations we 
have been annually making for the Uni- 
‘versity’s support. 
It will be found that we have been ap- 
propriating practically as much money 
for the University to be raised by taxa- 
tion as it is here proposed to turn over 
to the institution as interest on the en- 
dowment fund. If the Anderson-Bittinger 
bill is passed the State will be relieved of 
these appropriations and the University 
of tRe necessity of keeping a lobby at 
Jefferson City. The money for the sup- 
port of the University will come out of 
the interest fund instead of the revenue 
fund, as now. } 
The limit of the tax for the maintenance 
of the interest fund is 10 cents on the $100 
of valuation. We have been collecting 
that for the creation of a sinking fund 
for the speedy extinguishment of our 
bonded debt, but by endowing the’ Uni- 
versity in the way proposed, we can, 
under the natural increase of wealth, and 
better systems of corporation assess- 
ments, make this magnificent endowment 
without increasing the burdens of the 
people. . 
Missouri is the fifth State in the Union. 
The growth of her University within the 
past half dozen yeas’s has been the wonder 
and admiration of educators. It is her 
destiny, as am imperial State, to build an 
imperial institution which, like that of 
Virginia, shall link her name in imperish- 
able remembrance with the country’s 
history. 
The Missouri State University is a part 
of the public school] system of the State. 
It is of and for the people. The people, 
accordingly, have the highest interest in 
making it so comprehensive in its teach- 
ing that higher education shall be within 
the reach of every ambitious student.

RECEIVED A LETTER REFLECTING 
ON JUDGE FLITCRAFT. 


HE GOT A CHANGE OF VENUE. 


Curious .Turn in the American Surety 
Co.’s Suit Agains Glover 
and Others. 


The case of the American Surety Com- 
pany against John M. Glover and others 
was set for trial Wednesday in Judge 
Flitcraft'’s court. 

A change of venue was secured by Glover 
Tuesday and the case sent to Judge Klein. 
Mr. Glover alleged prejudice on the part 
of Judge Flitcraft and undue influence ex- 
erted upon him by the Surety Company. 
He stated that he did not learn of the 


prejudice until last Sunday and that it was 
@ very unpleasant proceeding altogether. 

“Not to the court,” remarked Judge 
Pilitcraft. 

Gen. John W. Noble and ex-Judge Will- 
fam B. Thompson, representing the Surety 
Company, went at once to Judge Klein's 
court to obtain an early setting of the case, 
They were followed by Mr. Glover. 

Mr. Glover succeeded in having the mat- 
ter laid over until 2 o’clock in order to give 
him time to file an affidavit with a re- 
quest for permission to file an amended an- 
swer. The affidavit was filed at 12:30 with 
an anonymous letter received by Mr. Glo- 
ver last Sunday. Both were in support of 
the amended answer which was handcd 
Clerk Zepp, but not filed. 

The suit’ was for $46,400, which the surety 
company claims it was compelled to pay as 
surety tor John M. Glover on his bond i 
the eettlement of the estate of Glover 
Shepley as admin‘strator. The bond was for 
877,827 and wae given to the Union Trust Co., 
G over’s successor as administrator. It .s al- 
leged that the Union Trust Co. obtained 
judgment on the bond and the surety com- 
oany had to pay $44,900.61 and $1,500 attor- 


‘ney’s fees. 


The suit was filed to foreclose mortgages 

iven by Glover and other heirs of the late| 

amuel T. Glover, to protect the Surety 
Company. 

Jlover’s original answer was a general 
denial. The amended answer which he 
peeks to file alleges. that the judgment 
against the Surety Company was the result 
of fraud and collusion between the com- 
any, its officers and agents, and Smith & 

rison, lawyers interested adversely to 
thé defendant, also that the plaintiff made 
no honest defense to the original suit and 
had a prior understanding with the oppos- 
ing counsel. Further, that by collusion the 
cease was railroaded through court. 

The letter received by Mr. Glover Sunday 
was dated ‘New York, July, 2; 1896,” and be- 
F: n with the words “Dear General.”’ The 
o'lowing statements are made in the letter: 

“Tt 's painful for me to leave home with 
this matter unsettled. My associate, Mr. 
Bryan, is very competent to look after this 
mutter, but d have heard he has had some 
fr'ction with ‘Johnny,’ and hence I am anx- 
lous ‘you should represent. me. * * * [ 
have written that the company is extremely 
anxious to have the matter settled without 
nny friction with Glover. If this is possfble 
[am sure you can manage him. Judge Har- 
rison and Mason J. Smith have an interest 
In the litigation against Glover and can 
explain to you everything, and they both 
know exactiy what [ want to accomplish, 
Judge Madill, in fact, though not openly.

Sheridan, Wyo.,-and at two interior points. 
Messrs. O. D. and Burr Fisher are also 
connected with the Cordz-Fisher Lumber 
Company of Birch Tree, Mo. 

After looking over stocks here these gen- 
tlemen took the train for Chieago, leaving 
behind them an anxious lot of St. Lovis 
shoe manufacturers. The St. Louis men 
knew the superiority of their goods and the 
lowness of their -prices, but feared that 
the penchant for bluster and misrepresenta- 
tion that seems to be absorbed from the 
atmosphere surrounding Chicago might lose 
them the big order that the syndicate buy- 
e were about to place.

An order for $21,402 worth of shoes 
was placed with Mr. Price. It took five 
men fifteen hours to copy the order when 
it was finally decided upon.

The order is said by St. Louis men to be 
the largest in amount placed by a single 
buyer with a single seller in a long time.

THE BOARD OF HEALTH WANTS 
HIM TO DO GIS DUTY. 


KEEPS A FILTHY PRISON. 


Jailer Censured for Permitting Charles 
Dreher to Live Like a Foul 
Beast in Jail. 


The Board of Health at its regular meet- 
ing Monday evening sharpened a long stick 
for Jailer Wagner. Resolutions. were 
passed censuring the jailer for neglecting 
to keep the cells of the jail and the per- 
sons of prisoners in a clean and sanitary 
condition. 

The resolutions called especial attention 
to the case of Charles Dreher, who was de- 
clared to be in an especially filthy condi- 
tion, and whose cell was declared to re- 
semble a pig-sty more than the habita- 
tion of a human being, The resolutions 
read as follows: 

Resolved, That this board considers it to be 
its duty to call renewed attention to the filthy 
and unsanitary condition of Prisoner Dreher 
and his cell, as reported in the daily press, 
and recommends that steps be taken to secure 
the sanitary cleanliness of his person and sur- 
roundings, even if Dreher has to be warm 
bathed daily and dressed by foree and com- 
pelled to wear camisoles like a maniac to pre- 
vent the destruction of his clothing. 

Resolved, That this board send a sanitary 
inspector to the jail to inspect Dreher’s cell in

again. 
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person and to promptly report to.the board for 
action. 


The resolutions were discussed at great 
length by the members of the Board. 

Dr. Starkloff said he had repeatedly called 
Jailer Wagner's attention to Dreher’s con- 
dition, and had urged the. necessity of 
keeping the prisoner clean and decently 
clothed, by force, if necessary. He had no 
power to do more than make the recom- 
mendations, but if he had the authority he 
would compel every prisoner to be thor- 
oughly cleansed upon entering the jail. He 
also thought it weuld be a good idea to 
compel all prisoners to wear a jail uni- 
form, out he doubted whether this could 
be done without special legislation. 

Dr. Hughes thought the published reports 
of Dreher’s condition in jail demanded an 
investigation by the Health Commissioner, 
and if the reports should be found correct 
the jailer should be cited before the Health 
Board, like any other malefactor, on a 
charge of maintaining a public nuisance. 

Dr. Merrell spoke of the importance of 
maintaining a thoroughly sanitary condi- 
tion in all public institutions, and said that 
cleanliness was most essential to the main- 
tenance of the health of the inmates. 


Jailer Wagner was much perturbed over 
the resolutions adopted by the Board of 
Health. When he had finished reading the 
account of the proceedings of the Board, 
he looked over his spectacles at a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, and his face assumed 
a purple hue as he gave vent to his in- 
dignation. 

“Vat de —— is de matter vit dose fellers 
now again?’ he _ sputtered. “‘Ain’t dey 
nefer goin’ to let up on me?

“Dreher’s cell is one of de cleanest cells 
in de whole jail.

Dr. Jordan, chief of the Dispensary staff, 
visited the jail Tuesday and made a thor- 
ough examination of Dreher and his cell. 

He found both in a cleanly condition, 
Dreher was attired only in a portion of a 
blanket, but otherwise was in as healthy 
and sanitary condition as any of the in- 
mates. 

Dr. Jordan saw Jailer Wagner and had a 
talk with him on the advisability of plac- 
ing Dreher in the canvas suit suggested by 
the Health Board, such as violently insane 
patients are forced to wear... 

The jailer agreed that the idea would be @ 

ood one from a standpoint of decency, 

ut argued that from the standpoint of 
cleanliness no real benefit would accrue, 
because of the filthy personal habits of 
Dreher. Dr. Jordan saw the force of the 
argument immediately. Jailer Wagner 
thought it would be better to allow Drehe® 
to roam his cell naked for the few days 
which will intervene until the Sheriff sum- 
mons a jury to inquire into his sanity. 

Dr. Jordan was accompanied by 
friends, one of whom ashed the jailer if 
he was going to trim the finger and toe 
nails of Dreher. The visitor declared that 
he would willingly pay the jailer $2 for each 
of the nail clippings, which he desired to

Gaylord & Blessing will appeal from the 
Gecision of Judge Klein in their case against 
B. C. Edmunds. 

They hold that they will be able to show 
that the deal so far as they are concerned 
was a bona fide one, and that they had 
no knowledge that Edmunds was simply 
gambling on the chance of a rise or fall in 
the wheat market. 

They hold that Judge Klein erred in rul- 
ing that they were parties to a gambling 


transaction because in a letter they referred 
to it as a “speculative deal.” 

John H. Biessing said Tuesday: 

“The deal we made for Edmunds was in 
every respect like those we made for other 
customers, We cannot ask a man what he 
means to do with the grain we buy for him. 
In the cage if Edmunds had paid his mar- 
gins we would certainly have delivered _the 
grain. After buying 5,000 bushels of July 
wheat he ordered us to sell 6,000 bushels of 
September wheat, as he wished to hedge. 
We made the purchase and the sale against 
it in a perfectly legitimate way on the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade. If I had been given 
a chance I could have explained this to 
the Court, but the lawyers kept objecting 
and looking at the matter in an unbusiness- 
like way and I had no chance at all. 

“We will get justice, though. Our firm 
does a legitimate business and we will not 
submit to aspersions on our good name, even 
by the courts.” 

The case was again widely discussed. on 
‘Change Tuesday. 

Some of the Members thought that Gay- 
lord & Blessing had violated a_ rule of 
the Exchange and that Mr. Blessing, who 
is a member of the Exchange, could be 
disciplined if any dealer on ‘Change saw fit 
to bring charges against him. — 

The rule quoted as covering his case if 
it should prove true that he knew 
munds intended to gamble, was Section 
of rule 9, which is as follows: 

All transactions, commonly known as privilege 
or put and call contracts, and all transactions 
in future contracts for property, when on the 
basis of mofey added to or deducted from the 
contract price, and all dealings fn differences on 
the fluctuations in the market price of any con- 
modity—witheut a bona fide purchase or sale of 
property for actual delivery, shall be deemed ir- 
regular, and any such transaction on the pa of 
any member on the floor ef the Exchange shall 
be deemed misconduct, and punishable by fus- 
pension or expulsion by the Board of Directors 
under the provisions of Rulé 4, Section 9. 

Rule 4, sec. 9, provides that the Board 
of Directors shall have power to censure, 
suspend or expel a member of the Exchange 
for breaking a rule if charges are preferred 
in writing by a member. 

Those who held that Mr, Blessing could 
not be disciplined by the Exchange even if

ard of Tradé which says that in the case 
of deals such as Judge Ktiein holds the 
Edmunds deal to have been the operator is 
answerable only to the Exchange on which 
the deal is made. As the Edmunds deal 
was made on the Chic Board of Trade, 
it is said that that bo alone could dis- 
cipline the broker if there were occasion for 


Most of the members feel that a decision 
in Mr. Blessing’s case should be reserved 
until he has a rehearing on his appeal. 


Letter From Mr. Blessing. 


To the Pditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In reference to the late decision rendered 

by Judge Klein upon the question of specu- 
lative transactions and commented upon 
in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch, I beg. to aye 
you the following information regarding 
this matter. All the orders which we re- 
ceive from our customers for the purchase 
or sale of grain are executed by us upon 
the Chicago, New York and St. Louis Ex- 
changes, the rules of which institutions 
plainly provide that actual delivery of the 
commodity is contemplated at the time of 
entering into the contract, and to speak of 
transactions of this kind as pure gambling 
is a gross and unjustifiable misrepresenta- 
tion of the actual facts. When a person 
gives us an order to buy, for instance, 5,000 
bushels of May wheat, it ig clearly under- 
stood on both sides that delivery in May is 
to be had. 
Such transactions ¢an no more be clvarac- 
terized as gambling than the purchase of 
real estate for purposes of speculation—that 
is, for reselling in the event of an apprecia- 
tion in value. If the decision of Judge 
Klein should be allowed to stand it would 
result in a crippling of many enterprises, 
for the various exchanges throughout the 
country are but the refiection of the com- 
mercial activity of a peome and the truest 
barometer by which the status of financial 
and commercial conditions can be — 

The decision will certammly be appealed to 
the higher tribunals, and I sincerely trust 
that a finding will be had which will more 
accord with the principles of equity and fair 
dealing. It has been the agsertion of gener- 
ations of jurists that law and equity should 
be just and give to every one the due 
measure, so that nobody may _ be allowed 
to take advantage of another. It ig not the 
small amount for which we maintain this 
suit and the defense of our rights, but the 
princi 5 vig is involved in the facts.
